TWO REQUESTS DUE STUDY 


Tam Students Win Round On W ar

M ore than 400 high school stu­ 


dents sw arm ed to last night’s 


m eeting of the T am alpais High 
School D istrict board to battle 
for th ree dem ands, 
and left 
clutching prom ises of coopera­ 
tion. (A nother T am alpais dis­ 
trict story, page 5.) 


The throng, which overflowed 
the 250-seat little 
theater at 
Redwood High School, forced 
the m eeting into the school din­ 
ing area. 


They had arrived to lobby for 
a student group to bypass school 
adm inistrators and deal directly 
for students and for endorse­ 
m ent of a faculty plan for study 
of issues involved in the w ar in 
Indochina. In supporting the la t­ 
ter. the students indicated they 
w anted a m ore action-oriented 
p r o g r a m than the faculty 
seem ed to have in m ind. 


Action on the first two pro­ 
grams was deferred by the 
b o a r d , which nevertheless 
gave 
sym pathetic 
attention. 
The study program was au­ 


thorized 
lor 
appro\al 
upon 


completion of details. 


Discussion began on the for­ 
m ation of the districtw ide stu­ 
dent group to deal directly with 
the board. 


The audience w as so vocal in 
its support th a t adm inistrative 
assistan t E dw ard J. N eum eier 
said, "Y ou know if you do this 
every p aragraph, w e’ll be here 
all night. It’s very h eartw arm ­ 
ing, but very tim e-consum ing.” 


T hat quieted the crowd and 
the board shelved the proposal 
until the next m eeting. 


"T he students think they’ve 
finished, but we still have some 
hom ework to do,” Supt. Robert 
D. T orrey said on the proposed 
13-mem ber student group that 
m ay be opposed by adm inistra­ 
tors. 


The board wanted a more 
J 
detailed explanation of the re­ 
lationship 
between the pro­ 
posed group and the board 
even though Mike Jacobs of 
Redwood High and Bob Mor­ 
gan of Sir Francis Drake High 


School said they preferred to 
report directly to the board. 


A bill of rights for T am stu­ 


dents, which adapts m any of the 


provisions of the Bill of Rights 


in the U.S. Constitution to the 


high school situation, presented 


by student body president Jeff 


Einstein found the board and 


the students far apart. 


The board also put th at off to 
the next m eeting so three volun­ 
teer law yers, Thom as T. Storer, 
his

erm an. could put the docum ent 
in legally acceptable form. 


" I can see you're (the board) 
not going to endorse it and I can 
see about 400 students going

Storer said in m aking his offer. 


Neumeier, after explaining 
how the 
bill violated 
state 
laws and board doctrine, said. 
"I think the board has no al­ 
ternative, but lo reject the bill 
of rights as presented. It can­ 


not approve anything that’s il­ 
legal.” 


Supt. Robert D. T orrey said. 


“ We still think a bill of rights 


for students is a very desirable 


thing.” He recom m ended that 


the board help the students for­ 


m ulate a legal docum ent and 


board m e m b e r s echoed his 
thoughts. 


Students disagreed. One point­ 
ed out that the students didn't 
w ant what they already had. 


Student after student called 
on the board to endorse the 
ideas in the bill of rights and 
p r e s s u r e the legislature to 
change the Jaws. Board m em ­ 
bers insisted the bill would have 
to be legal before they could en­ 
dorse it and finally referred it 
to the law yers. 


" I think th a t's really all we 
can respond to at this m eeting,” 
chairm an Bette W allace con­ 
cluded. 
The third item , a resolution

The wagon,

followed by three trucks, each 
of which carried a black-draped 
coffin with a sign on each. 


One sign read “ Six m urdered 
in 
A ugusta” .

in Kent’. A 
third read "Two m urdered in 
Jackson.” 


The m archers were walking 
two abreast as they left the 
staging area here. 


Williams read to the n u m b ­ 
ers a telegram from Maddox 
asking that the m arch be can­ 
celed and the SCLC official said 
"this is typical of the repression 
that we are fighting.” 


W illiams said one point in the 
protest is the "insensitivity of 
the

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Burger Wory Of 
Crisis Reaction 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Chief 
Justice Warren E Burger cau­ 
tioned today against a judicial 
overreaction to rebellious de­ 
fendants and others challenging 
the American system of justice. 
“Some say that we must 
‘crack down,’ that we must 
‘smash’ the challengers and re­ 
store tight discipline,” Burger 
said in a speech prepared for 
the American Law Institute. 
“ In periods of stress there are 
always some voices raised urg­ 
ing that we suspend fundament­ 
al guarantees and take short­ 
cuts as a m atter of self-protec­ 
tion. 
“ But this is not our way of 
doing things short of a giant na­ 
tional emergency.” 
The chief justice told the as­ 
sembled lawyers, judges and 
law professors that Americans 
have never been a tightly disci­ 
plined people and the nation’s 
legal structure consequently has 
been more relaxed than in 


many other countries. 
“ If 
this 
has negative 
as­ 
pects,’’ he said, “it also gives us 
a resiliency to tide us over and 
enable us to meet any crisis as 
it arises. We will respond slowly 
but that is the nature of a demo­ 
cratic society. 
“In those few periods of our 
history when we suspended bas­ 
ic guarantees of the individual 
in times of great national em er­ 
gency we often found, in retros­ 
pect, that we had overreacted.” 
Burger 
said 
the 
Supreme 
Court responded to disruptive 
trials with the unanimous deci­ 
sion March 31 upholding the 
power of judges to maintain or­ 
der. 
“It would be foolhardy not to 
be concerned about the turmoil 
and strife and violence we wit­ 
ness, much of it mindless and 
devoid of constructive ends,” he 
said. 
“ But concern must not give 
way to panic.” 


Black Congressmen Claim 


Nixon Snub, Rights Retreat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - All 
nine Negro members of the 
House, 
charging 
the 
White 
House with snubbing them, say 
President Nixon has failed to 
meet 
his 
responsibilities 
to 
America’s black citizens. 
In a statement signed by the 
nine and read to the House Mon­ 
day by Rep. William L. Clay, 
D-Mo., they said the President 
has retreated on civil rights 
commitments, creating an “al­ 
ienation as deep as it is danger­ 
ous” between himself and the 
nation's blacks. 
The statement pointed to what 
was described as Nixon’s failure 
to answer the nine's request for 
a private meeting on racial | 
matters as * c’enee of the ad- j 
ministration’s 
apathy toward I 
the problems of blacks. 
Clay said they first asked for 
the presidential meeting in a 
letter Feb. 18. The only reply, 
he said, was an April 20-dated 
letter signed by a minor White 
House staff member saying Nix­ 
on was too busy for such a 
conference. 
Clay quoted the letter as add­ 
ing the representatives might 
hear further from the White 
House “if an appropriate time 
arises.” 
In the 90 days that have 
passed since their request, the 
statement said, Nixon found 
time to see golfers, entertain­ 
ers, representatives of 11 veter­ 
ans and patriotic groups and 
many others. 
He “even found two days to 
cajole France’s President Pom­ 
pidou” amid the many cocktail 
parties and state dinners at the 
White House, the representa­ 
tives declared. 
Nixon’s refusal to meet with 
them “suggests that he prefers 
to handpick the spokesmen for 
Black America,” they also said. 
“The President . .. has ig­ 
nored his responsibility to our 
people,” they went on. Through 
the administration voting rights 
policy, the Supreme Court nomi­ 
nation of “two Southern ra­ 


cists.” and its stand on school 
desegregation, blacks and all 
poor Americans “since January 
1969 have truly known what it 
means to be forgotten. 


Battle On Suez 


TEL AVIV (AP) - An Egyp­ 
tian force crossed to the Israeli 
side of the Suez Canal early to­ 
day, and the Israelis said seven 
of the attackers were killed in 
the battle that followed. The 
Egyptians saui Israeli occu­ 
pant- ol two ta ;! ■ and two half- 
t icks w ere kilh t and six Eg> p- 
tians wounded and one killed. 


An Israeli spokesman said 
there were no Israeli casualties 
in the attack, made in the south­ 
ern sector of the waterway un­ 
der cover of Egyptian fire from 
the west bank. 


The spokesman in Tel Aviv 
said Israeli planes and artillery 
went into action against the 
heavy guns across the canal. He 
said six Egyptian bodies were 
found on the Israeli-occupied 
east bank and one was seen in 
the canal. Other Egyptians were 
hit in the Israeli fire across the 
canal, he said.

Target Of Rocks 


STANFORD (AP) - Scat- 
tered rock-throwing broke out 
late Monday night on the Stan­ 
ford campus after a Radical 
Caucus meeting called to pro­ 
test recent arrests of anti ROTC 
leaders. 


An estimated 100 took off 
across campus after the meet­ 
ing ended 
at 
10 p.m. 
and 
marched to the ROTC building, 
where about 25 windows were 
broken. 


The building was barricaded, 
so the demonstrators went next 
to the Hoover Tower, where 
more windows were broken. 
Meanwhile, a fire alarm was 
set off inside the ROTC build­ 
ing but when police and fire­ 
men arrived no fire was found.

Kent Deaths Report 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - The bul­ 
lets which killed four Kent State 
University students during a 
confrontation 
with 
National 
Guard troops were “similar to 
.30 caliber military ammuni­ 
tion,” says Portage County Cor­ 
oner Robert Sybert. 
He declined to elaborate on 
what he meant by “sim ilar.” 
But whether the deaths were 
“accidental or homicidal is un­ 
determined and under contin­ 
uing inquiry at this time,” Dr. 
Sybert said Monday in releasing 
an autopsy report. 
The four were killed and nine 
other students were wounded 
May 4. Guardsmen fired a vol­ 
ley of shots into a rock-throwing 
crowd of antiwar demonstra­ 
tors.

Tourists To Face Stiffer 


Dope Checks At Customs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For­ 
eign 
visitors 
and 
returning 
American tourists will have a 
tougher time clearing customs, 
especially on the East and Gulf 
coasts, when a new government 
crackdown on narcotics smug­ 
gling begins about Jur. 1. 
The Customs Bureau is begin­ 
ning the new effort as part of its 
intensified 
campaign 
against 
“hard” drugs—mainly heroin 
and cocaine. 
Details are still in the discus­ 
sion stage, but Asst. Secretary 
Eugene T. Rossides confirmed 
Monday the plan will go into ef­ 
fect with an “increase in en­ 
forcement intensity throughout 
the nation, with emphasis on the 
Northeastern and Southeastern 
quadrants.” 
Coverage will extend as far 


west as New Orleans, he said, 
and presumably also will affect 
at least part of the Canadian 
border, 
although a Customs 
spokesman maintained it will be 
a uniform nationwide increase. 


Stiffer

inspections 
are only one part of the govern­ 
ment’s effort to curtail narcot­ 
ics, 
which

made an objective of foreign 
policy last year. 
Diplomats are trying to reach 
agreement with France and 
Turkey, where the government 
says 80 per cent of smuggled 
heroin comes from. 
Nixon’s staff report agree­ 
ment with France, which has its 
own addiction problem to spur it 
along, and are optimistic about 
new controls on poppy growlh in 
Turkey. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wel­ 
fare Secretary Robert H. Finch, 
whose unprecedented confronta­ 
tion with critics within his own 
department was called off when 
he was suddenly hospitalized, 
plans to reschedule the mass 
meeting as soon as he is able. 
Finch called the session for 
Monday to discuss charges from 
HEW employes that he has let 
important policy matters drift 
from his hands, particularly 
dealing with civil rights. But an 
hour-and-a-half before the after­ 
noon meeting, Finch was rushed 
to Walter Reed Army Hospital 
with numbness in his left arm 
and hand. 
HEW Undersecretary John G. 
Veneman told the department 
employes who filled an audito­ 
rium and several other rooms of 
Finch’s ailment and said the 
secretary would reschedule the 
meeting at the earliest possible 
time. He then read the state­ 
ment Finch had prepared for 
the meeting. 
In that statement, Finch gen­ 
erally defended Nixon adminis­ 
tration domestic and foreign 
policies, but conceded he and 
other top agency officials may 
have become isolated from dis­ 
senting opinion both within and 
without the department. 
Finch appeared to take issue 
with President Nixon’s plea for 
a lowering of voices, saying, “ It 
is not sufficient simply to lower 
our voices. We must sincerely 
want to listen, and to under­ 
stand what people really are 
trying to say to one another.” 
At 
another 
point, 
Finch 
rapped criticism of universities, 
an apparent reference to Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew’s con­ 
tinuing attacks on student dissi­ 
dents and campus officials. 
“We must recognize, while we 


continue to exhort institutions to 
renewal, what a superb job the 
universities by and large have 
done,” he said. 
He also attempted to quiet ru­ 
mors that HEW planned no 
longer to withhold federal funds 
from school districts that refuse 
to desegregate. 
Citing the recent termination 
of funds to Pewitt, Tex., last 
week, he said, “Others will be 
ripe for termination shortly, and 
unless they negotiate acceptable 
desegregation plans, they will 
be terminated. 
A 
scattering 
of 
applause 
broke out after Veneman fin­ 
ished reading Finch’s talk. 
Finch also endorsed student 
involvement in politics, but de­ 
clined to support vacations for 
students at universities this fall 
who want to work in local politi­ 
cal campaigns. 
The meeting, an extremely 
rare occurrence, was called aft­ 
er a petition from about 2,000 of 
the department’s 8,000 Washing­ 
ton employes asked public as­ 
surance from Finch that the ad­ 
ministration’s civil rights en­ 
forcement was not lagging. 
Veneman described Finch’s 
illness as a nerve disorder. He 
added that preliminary studies 
indicated there was no blood 
vessel problem in the secretar­ 
y’s left arm. 
Meanwhile, nearly one-fifth of 
the approximately 100-member 
staff in Finch’s general council 
office staged a one-day strike 
Monday to protest administra­ 
tion policies in Indochina. 
And Bryan H. Hall, a special 
assistant to Asst. 
Secretary 
James Farmer, resigned to pro­ 
test the Southeast Asia war and 
what he described as the admin­ 
istration’s indifference to dis­ 
senting voices.

There wene 24 candidates on 
the program, for judge, state 
senate, state assembly, Marin 
Municipal Water District Board 
and state board of equalization, 
with their number limiting time 
for comment. 


Candidates mostly reviewed 
t h e i r backgrounds and gave 
brief accounts of their views be­ 
fore an audience of about 60 
persons. The meeting was spon­ 
sored by the San Geronimo Val­ 
ley Association. 


Jack L. Blaine of Greenbrae, 
candidate for judge, mentioned 
the poll conducted by William' 
G. Corrigan and Roderick P. 
Martinelli, San Rafael attar-1 
neys, which gave him the high­ 
est rating of the 12 candidates.

TOKYO (UPI) - An old 
Confucian proverb put Asia’s 
traditional view of women in a 
nutshell: 
“ The woman obeys her fath­ 
er before m arriage, her hus­ 
band after m arriage, and her 
son when widowed.” 
But “ as C o n f u c i u s say” 
doesn’t always hold any more. 
World War II saw the budding 
of a revolution in the Asian 
woman’s way of life that has 
only begun. 
IN NON-COMMUNIST and 
i n C o m m u n i s t Asia alike, 
women are branching out from 
their traditional roles as hum­ 
ble wives and mothers and 
reaching boldly for freedom 
and self-identity. 


Ceylon gave the world its 
first woman prim e minister, 
Mrs. Solomon Bandaranaike. 
India, one of the largest na­ 
tions, now has a woman prime 
m inister — Indira Gandhi. 


An all-woman team of J a ­ 
panese mountain climbers is 
toiling up Mt. Annapurna III, 
one of the m ost dangerous 
peaks in the Himalayas. 


Such events would have been 
unthinkable 30 years ago. 
IN OLD Asia, m ost famous 
women were queens or royal 
mistresses.

For State Superintendent, 
Put Us In The Middle 


The lines in the non-partisan con­ 
test for state superintendent of public 
instruction are now pretty well drawn. 
Over on the left is Julian Nava, a 
professor of history at San Fernando 
State College who also is a member of 
the Los Angeles Board of Education. 
Nava expressed sympathy for the 
striking teachers who closed Los An­ 
geles s c h o o 1 s for four and one-half 
weeks. He lamented that “I can’t sup­ 
port the strike literally b e c a u s e my 
job is to keep schools open,” but ad­ 
ded, “I have sympathy.” 
It's the f a u l t of the state that 
teachers strike, said Nava, because the 
s t a t e doesn't provide enough money 
for the schools. 
Nava would do away with report 
cards. As a “major reform” of the edu­ 
cational system, he advocates abolish­ 
ing tenure for administrators — some­ 
thing they don't have anymore except 
in San Francisco.

Repeal Of Liquor Price-Fixing 


Laws Unlikely To Win Passage

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) - 
Although some fairly potent 
pressure is being evidenced 
for repeal of the liquor price- 
posting laws, it is not expected 
that it will get any place this 
year. 


There are two bills before 
the Igislature calling for aban­ 
donment of what is known as 
the liquor fair trade law, but 
neither has approval of com­ 
mittees. One m easure is by 
Assemblyman John L. Burton, 
D-San Francisco, and the oth­ 
er by Sen. Richard M. Dolwig, 
R-San Mateo. 
A FLURRY giving propo­ 
nents of the measures some 
hope that they might get be­ 
yond first base this year cam e 
recently when A. Alan Post, 
legislative analyst, suggested 
that the legislature raise the 
distilled spirits tax and aban­ 
don enforcement of the price 
posting laws. 
This, he c l a i m e d , would 
have the ultimate result of de­ 
creasing liquor prices to the 
consumer and at the sam e

time increasing revenue from 
liquor taxes. 
This is a nice theory, but it 
would remain to be seen as to 
whether it would work. There 
still remains competition in 
the liquor industry, even under 
fair trade laws, and the num­ 
ber of new brands appearing 
on the m arket at industry- 
agreed prices seems to indi­ 
cate the manufacturers are 
providing grog for the public 
at reasonable prices. 
Post’s theory would be over­

if the m arket were 
opened up and all the sm aller 
liquor stores were run out of 
business by price-cutting on 
the part of the giant chains, 
then the prices of liquor were 
suddenly increased as the re­ 
sult of a real monopoly.

Given the ethnic 
hostilities and the slaughter of 
Vietnamese in Cambodia, to­ 
gether with the fragile grip of 
Lon Nul, that is a paper com­ 
pact resting on one premise 
only — an American rescue 
operation if the exercise fails. 
This is the scenario. Let's 
say the Americans are with­ 
drawn by the Nixon deadline. 
Communist attackers put the 
combined 
Cambodian-South 
Vietnamese forces in grave 
jeopardy. Phnom Penh is about 
to fall. Lon Nul, abetted by 
Thieu, makes a public appeal 
to Washington.

OTTAWA — For a country 
that doesn't dabble in espion­ 
age, or even maintain a pro­ 
fessional spy service, Canada 
has a record in international 
espionage that few7 countries 
can match. 
Over the last 40 years an ex­ 
traordinary a n d disquieting 
number of big spy cases have 
involved Canada, directly or 
indirectly. 
The country has always had 
the ill fate of being the one to 
get used, instead of being the 
user. 
It’s almost an espionage tra­ 
dition that spies carry the 
all-purpose Canadian passport. 
Foreign agents have used Can­ 
ada as a sort of “ incubation 
centre”, or as a base to carry 
out espionage on other coun­ 
tries, or simply as a conven­ 
ient transient place. 
O n l y 
twTo 
“professional” 
Russian 
intelligance 
officers 
have ever been put on trial in 
Canada: NKVD men Sam Carr 
and Fred Rose, who were “de­ 
livered” on a platter by mili­ 
tary intelligence officer Igor 
Gouzenko who escaped from 
the Soviet embassy in Ottawa 
25 years ago this September. 
CONSIDER 
t h e 
infamous 
Canadian passport record: As 
far back as 1931 Hilaire Nou- 
lens, the head of a Russian spy 
ring in Asia, was caught by 
the 
British 
using 
Canadian 
p a s s p o r t s for himself and 
members of his net. 
Richard Sorge was the Rus­ 
sian a g e n t in Japan who 
tipped Stalin about Hitler’s im­ 
pending i n v a s i o n and w'ho 
provided the invaluable intel­ 
ligence that the Japanese did 
not intend to open a second 
front against Russia. Members 
of his pre-w'ar ring in Shan­ 
ghai used Canadian passports. 
Max Klausen, another pre­ 
war Russian spy, was using a 
phony Canadian passport as 
far back as 1935. When he was 
eventually caught in Tokyo he 
testified that his NKVD chief, 
Colonel Borovich, also trav­ 
eled on a Canadian paasport. 
During the Spanish civil war 
Canadians who joined the In­ 
ternational Brigade had their 
passports kept in security by 
the Russians, who were back­ 
ing the Republican side. The 
passports of those Canadians 
killed, wound up being used by 
NKVD men. 
One of the Canadians killed 
in Spain was Tony Babich. His 
passport was adjusted to read 
Fred Jackson of Montrael, and 


it was given by the NKVD to 
Ramon M ercader, who used it 
to go to Mexoco to m urder 
Leon Trotsky in 1940. 
During the early war years, 
f o r m e r Postm aster General 
Ernest Bertrand was conned 
into recommending a passport 
for one Willy Brandes, who 
was 
subsequently 
c a u g h t 
trying to blow up an arsenal in 
Britain. 
In 1961 the Soviet spy Robert 
Soblen fled from the U.S. to 
Israel by means of a false 
Canadian passport. 
In 
1961 
Gordon 
Lonsdale, 
whole 
passport 
claimed 
he 
was from Cobalt, Ont.; was 
arrested as head of a naval 
spy ring in Britain. He turned 
out to be Co. Konon Molody of 
the KGB. 
A n o t h e r subversive pair, 
Peer and Helen Kroger, wrere 
long-time Russian agents and 
got 20 years when they were 
caught. They carried forged 
passports showing they were 
from Burnaby, B.C. They were 
“ exchanged” to the Russians 
recently. 
THE GREAT ATOM spies of 
the postwar period were linked 
to Canada. In fact the assis­ 
tant Russian military attache 
to Ottawa, Colonel Motinov of 
NKVD, hand-carried the first 
uranium samples — U-225 and 
U-235 — from Ottawa to Mos­ 
cow. 
British nuclear spy Klaus 
Fuchs worked in Canada, as 
did his scientific colleagues- 
in-espionage Allen Nunn May 
and Bruno Pontecorvo.

spy has been prosecuted in 
Canada for 20 years — only a 
few low-caliber traitors.

Beth Avarv, a show that has all 
the strength of unique personal 
ideas and all the weakness of 
those which are more for new- 
ness than for real. 


The muscel of this exhibit be­ 
longs to photographer Samuels. 
In a lucid and perceptive series 
devoted “ To Her,” he expresses 
woman as a part of ail natural 
things. The thought materializes 
in picture after picture of the 
female form draped with illu­ 
sion, mottled with sea foam, 
washed with water and emerg­ 
ing gently from natural veils of 
sand, wood and stone. 
“ To Her” is not all Samuels 
offers. The same elusive gift he 
show's for fusing the female with 
her environment is seen in the 
deep sensitivity he shows for na­ 
ture alone. Wood, metal, paint 
blisters, a strip of burlap, all as­ 
sume the most poignant kind of 
meaning. 
If only W a t e r s and Miss 
Avary also appreciated the sub­ 
tle difference between personal 
insight and that which only fash­ 
ion makes seems distinctive, 
perhaps their work would ap­ 
pear more h o n e s t and less 
strenuously hip. 
Billed as a sculptor, Waters 
most personal piece seems in­ 
stead. to be a simple watercolor 
s e l f - p o r t r a i t . This, plus a 
spring-mounted kinetic mandala 
which quietly develops the cir­ 
cle of deity idea through molded 
triangles of raw edged metal, 
seem two of his few real things. 
Most of his other sculpture is 
quite contrived, such as beads 
in painted plastic cups preten- 
t i o u s 1 y labled “ Alchymical 
Light Cylinders,” a pink-tinted 
metal blob “ Pile,” and further 
arch devices such as slashed 
shellcasing and crinkled, dirty 
plexiglass. 
When Miss Avary doesn’t try 
to make big statements, she 
says a lot more. Just the way 
she overlays colors, textures 
and lines, especially in pastel 
over watercolor, is enough. 
When she keeps the idea simple 
the pleasant happenings come 
not only from what she does but 
from what she allow’s the viewer 
to experience on his own. More 
specifically, you can get a lot 
more involved with a storybook

Miller's 'Crucible' To Be Staged 


By San Rafael Drama Students 


Hawks and doves held a clap­ 
ping match at last night’s Mill 
Valley City Council meeting 
over the war in Indochina, and 
when it was over the council re­ 
fused to enter the dispute. 
By a 3-to-2 vote, with Council- 
men Jean S. Barnard and Ed­ 
ward J. Boessenecker dissent­ 
ing, the council said it recog­ 
nized its duty “ to foster and en­ 
courage” concern with such is­ 
sues as the war, but “ shall not 
purport to determine such is­ 
sues for the people.” 
Councilman Robert H. Andre- 
sen made the motion that the 
council avoid the fray after a 
proposal by Mrs. Barnard to 
ask President Richard M. Nixon 
to scale down Asian hostilities, 
died for lack of a second. 
A public hearing on the mat­ 
ter had just produced a parade 
of speakers, most of them anti­ 
war, who gave reasons both 
why the council should consider 
the war issue and why it should 
take a stand against it. Eight 
speakers wanted the council to 
oppose the war; four did not. 
Partisan audience members 
held organized clapping sessions 
after each s p e a k e r . Mayor 
George E. Wickham gaveled the 
spectators into silence several 
times. 
Mrs. Karel Bauer, of 290 Cas­ 
cade Drive, drew the most ap­ 
plause when she said that a 
newspaper ad against the move 
into Cambodia drew 30,000 sup­ 
porters. “ This indicates over­ 
whelmingly that the people are 
vitally concerned with the war. 
We’re patriotic Americans, too. 
We just have a different view­ 
point,” she said. 
Agreeing with her was Robert 
E. Burton, of 114 Hazel Avenue, 
chairman of the city’s planning 


commission, who said that three 
city bodies, his own and the 
youth and human rights com­ 
missions, had urged the council 
to oppose the war. 
Said Robert J. House, of 21 
Marion Avenue, a member of 
the human rights commission. 
“ I ’m not aware that our soldiers 
have engaged any Cambodian 
troops,” he said. “ We’re fight­ 
ing North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong and destroying sanctuaries 
that have e x i s t e d for five 
years.” 
Many 
speakers 
accurately 
foresaw that the council might 
balk at taking a stand at all, 
saying it was improper for a lo­ 
cal body to do so. 
“ It’s small towns like this that 
can tell the government exactly 
what the people feel,” said Phil­ 
lip Williams, of 110 Sunnyside 
Avenue. 
Dr. Alan W. Barnett, of 100 
Coronet Avenue, agreed, saying, 
“ the real function of a council is 
to test the pulse of the people at 
home. That’s a unique function 
of city government.” 
But the council was advised 
not to jump into a national ques­ 
tion by Mel Klyce, of 135 Marlin 
Avenue, who presented a peti­ 
tion signed by about 90 others. 
“ Although we’re all deeply con­ 
cerned with the war,” he said, 
“ the city council wasn’t elected 
to make decisions on national 
affairs.” * 
At the end of 30 minutes Wick­ 
ham closed the public discus­ 
sion and the council began con­ 
sideration of the three commis­ 
sion resolutions it had been 
asked to confirm.

Walton On Dirty Deals

Sidney F. Walton Jr., princi­ 
pal of Marin L u t h e r King 
School, said last night he has 
evidence that Sausalito School 
District may not legally own the 
land on which King School is lo­ 
cated. 
“ There are some dirty deals 
here,” Walton told an audience 
of about 80 persons who attend­ 
ed a community meeting to dis­ 
cuss his May 4 tiring by district 
trustees. He held up a briefcase 
jammed with reams of papers 
and said the documentation of 
the “ frauds” must be turned 
over to his attorney before it is 
made public. “ But this is just 
the beginning,” he said, “ and 
there are going to be a lot of 
heads rolling behind this.” 
Walton did, however, give a 
brief rundown on the informa­ 
tion he recieved late yesterday 
afternoon. Basically, he said he 


. had been shown copies of a 
1940s map of the Marinship area 
of Sausalito. the large portion of 
land at the city’s north end 
which includes the school site. 
lie said the map showed that 
seven parcels of land, owned by 
individuals and listed as parcels 
I. 5, 6 , 7, 8 . 1). and 10 were locat­ 
ed in a small area to the south 
of Marinship. 
In a 1947 overlay map of the 
area, prepared for the War As­ 
sets Administration. W a l t o n 
said, the seven parcels had 
mysteriously switched positions. 
He said the later map shows 
them located in the northern 
Marinship area and occupying a 
larger portion of land. “ Proper­ 
ty just doesn’t move around like 
that.” he told the Independent- 
Journal. 
He said one of the parcels, 
listed as number 1 0 . is the site 
of the Clipper Yacht Harbor. 
He said the statute of limita­ 


tions on land fraud runs 25 
years, and since the maps in 
question date to 1946. 47 and 48. 
chances for court 
action on 
fraud concerning the land would 
expire between this year and 
1972. 
Walton said titles to all tin1 
land, including the school site, 
may become questionable. ‘‘The 
sale to the school district could 
be fraudulent if it resulted from 
a fraudulent map.” he said. 
Walton c h a r g e d Sausalito 
t r u s t e e s fired him “ because 
they realized they had a nigger 
down there asking too many 
questions and decided they had 
to get rid of him . , . 
“ I have been uncovering too 
many things and opening too 
many doors " He said that on 
the Friday before he was fired, 
King School put out a newsletter 
containing a story that he was 
going to lead a sixth grade class 
in a complete study of the geog­ 


raphy of Sausalito. “ That may 
have frightened some people,” 
he said 
As an aside Walton noted that 
when King School was built, it 
was just a few hundred yards 
from the American -Distilling 
Co., which was then in full oper­ 
ation. “ There is a state law 
which says a school cannot be 
located less than a mile from a 
distillery,” he said, “ but that is 
what money can do.“ 
The black principal pointed to

SETS UP PERMITS 


The ordinance sets procedures 
for obtaining permits to keep 
certain animals, including hors­ 
es, in the city, and sets space and 
other requirements. 
The original proposal placed 
responsibility for the ordinance 
with the county poundkeeper. 
Last month, the council directed 
City Atty. David Menary Jr. to 
substitute the planning commis­ 
sion for the poundkeeper. 
The council last night decided 
it would like it to be the planning 
director instead of the commis­ 
sion, thus making the route of 
appeal of decisions through the 
commission rather than directly 
to the council. 


CHANGE OPPOSED 
Michael Dufficy, attorney for 
Edward K. Waehsman of 50 
Palm Avenge who was convicted 
last year of keeping a horse and 
pony at his home without a per­ 
mit, said that he served on the 
committee which helped rewrite 
the proposal.

Commission On Permit 


The San Rafael City Council 
last night denied an appeal of a 
planning commission decision 
following a sometimes heated 
discussion in which the city’s 
planning director spoke against 
the planning commission action. 
The 
commission 
decision 
which the council upheld last 
night grants a use permit to Dino 
Ghilotti for an office-warehouse 
development 
at 
517 
Jacoby 
Street, without requiring him, as 
the planning department had 
recommended, to dedicate a 30- 
foot strip of land at the rear of 
the property for a proposed pub­ 
lic street and to post a bond for 
the improvement of one-half of 
the proposed street section along 
his property. 
The decision was appealed by 
owners of property adjacent to 
Ghilotti’s who face possible res­ 
trictions on development of their 
property until the road is con­ 
structed. 
Planning Director Herbert 
G. Hotchner presented the 
case against the commis­ 
sion's decision, and Commis­ 
sioner Jorgen V. Lunding 
defended it. 
Hotchner spoke over the objec­ 
tions of Councilman Fred E. 
Jensen who said Hotchner’s po­ 
sition was to represent the 
commission rather than speak 
against it. 
Hotchner said he represented 
the city, that it was not he ap­ 
pealing the decision, and that he 
was presenting the planning 
department’s recommendation 
to the council. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini mediat­ 
ed and said the council would lis­ 
ten to Hotchner. 
Hotchner’s argument cen­ 
tered on a general plan for 
east San Rafael adopted by 
the council in 1966, which laid 
out in some detail plans for 
development of 
the 
area 
north of highway 17, as well 
as a few proposed roads — 
including the one at the rear 
of Ghilotti's property — south 
of the highway. 
He said if the requirements 
were not placed on Ghilotti’s use 
permit now, it could delay con­ 
struction of the road and possi­ 
bly force the city to condemn 
and pay for the right-of-way 
along Ghilotti’s property. 
In addition, he argued that the 
requirements were in line with 
city policy in similar cases. 
Lunding said that the 1966 
general plan was only a guide­ 
line, that the proposed road had 
not been agreed upon by the oth­ 
er property owners, nor official­ 
ly approved by the council. 
He said that Ghilotti had been 
required to give up a section of 
land at the front of his property 
and pay for improvements to 
Jacoby Street, and that it was 
not right to make him -give up 
more land, and pay for another 
road when he is not now asking 
to develop the rear of the proper­ 
ty.

Firemen Agree 


SAN DIEGO. Calif. (AP) - 
Firemen returned to work early 
today after the City Council ac­ 
cepted labor conditions to end 
the five-day walkout that crip­ 
pled municipal services in the 
state’s second largest city. 
Mayor Frank Curran said the 
Council adopted a resolution 
shortly before 2 a m. to accept 
conditions sought by the 600 
striking Firefighters Union Lo­ 
cal 145 and other municipal em­ 
ploye organizations who have 
honored fireman picket lines. 
Wages were no longer a issue 
when Curran said the city would 
agree to provide cost-of-living 
pay increases, take no reprisals 
against striking or nonworking 
employes and drop contempt of 
court proceedings against fire­ 
men’s union officials. 
Sam Salazar, president of Lo­ 
cal 145, said the city’s fire 
houses would return to full 
stregnth. 
Leaders of two other employe 
organizations, representing 3,000 
of the city’s 5,400 classified 
workers as members, also ac­ 
cepted the city’s salary ordin­ 
ance which provides 5 to 12.5 
per cent pay hikes. Firemen 
got 10 per cent after seeking 
15 per cent earlier.

The appeal was denied as the 
council agreed that a master 
plan for the area should be de­ 
veloped quickly. 
The council acted on two other 
appeals of planning commission 
decisions. 
The first approved a com­ 
promise agreement between 
the planning department and 
the appellant, Montecito Pro­ 
perties, over the widening of 
Second Street as a require­ 
ment for the approval of site 
improvements for a Standard 
Oil station on property owned 
by Montecito at 475 Third 
Street. 
The planning commission had 
ruled that Montecito must pay 
for the widening of the street. 
The compromise has Monteci­ 
to widening the section adjacent 
to its property and the city wi­ 
dening a smaller section. 
The council also denied the 
appeal of Global Enterprises of a 
requirement placed on a use 
permit for a garage at 1002 Se­ 
cond Street concerning access to 
the building.

IT DID give us the Winter 
Games with a great show of 
piety, too.

Good Player Cynically Expects 


Opponent To Do Foolish Things 


If you are a good bridge play­ 
er, you are a cynic: You believe 
that your opponents insist on 
being as foolish as possible. 
It is up to you to make the 
right kind of foolishness possi­ 
ble.

When West opened the four of 
hearts, South knew that East 
held the ace. A reasonably sen­ 
sible defender does not open 
away from an ace against a suit 
c o n t r a c t . It would therefore 
seem normal for South to play a 
low heart from the dummy at 
the first trick to avoid losing 
dummy’s king to an ace. But 
see where this would get South. 


If East won the first trick 
with the queen of hearts, he 
would be afraid to continue 
hearts since that would set up j 
dummy’s king. East would be 
I obliged to lead a club, and 
South would then have to risk 
; the club finesse. 


With the club and diamond fi­ 
nesses both iosing, South would 
eventually lose two hearts, one 
club and one diamond. 


CYNICAL PLAY 
South avoided this fate by 
making a cynical play at the 
first trick: he put up dummy’s 
king of hearts. East won with 
the ace of hearts and gurgled j 
with delight as he cashed the 
queen and then continued with 
the ten of hearts. 
That third round of hearts 
was the foolishness that South 
had 
been hoping for. 
South 
ruffed, 
drew two rounds of 
trumps and tried the diamond 
finesse. 


RUNS DIAMONDS 
East won with the king of dia­ 
monds and returned a club, but 
it was too late. South put up the 
ace of clubs and ran the dia­ 
monds to get rid of his queen of 
clubs. 
It never occurred to East to j 
wonder why a sensible declarer 
would sacrifice dummy's king 
of hearts at the first trick. Or 
perhaps East was being cynical 


about South at the same time 
that South was being cynical 
about East.
